'Freshman of 1919' Is Topic

Mr. Harvey Golden, executive di- 
rector of the Y.M.H.A., will address

The students of the School of Commerce can feel 
proud of this, their first issue of the McGill Daily. Al- 
though the number of students is not large, these 
students ore proving in different ways \tna\ they can 
carry their full shore of responsibilities. This is oil to the 
good, for the business world is expecting more and more 
of those who would make their life in it. To take port in 
the running of a business is not merely to help to moke 
the business poy. Business manogers, fortunately, are 
becoming oworo of broader implications of their activ- 
ities; they ore considering the effect of their decisions on 
consumers, on laborers and on investors. 

This trend toward o broader outlook, or rather deep- 
er insight into business dealings should be continued.

IS. NOT APPROVED 

Difficulties Prove Scheme 
Would Be Dangerous 
Undertal(ing 



It has been proposed by a num- 
ber of jtudenli that the Students' 
Council should operate a Co-oper- 
ative Book Store at McGill. This 
plan has been investigated by this 
year's manager of the Book E.k- 
change, R. T. James, and has pre- 
fcnlcd .t full report ;o the Council, 

Any pl.Tn to conduct such a store 
would have to be undertaken off 
the Campus since the University"* 
charter does not permit her to oper- 
ate any business that would ordin- 
arily involve taxation. 

The only alternative would be for 
the Council to undertake tiich a 
.scheme on it.s own. This would ui- 
volve many practical difficulties, 
such as a suitable location, or com- 
petent and experienced staff, and a 
complete and up to date stock of 
books. 

Moreover, Uu> l^irgc investment, 
taxes, insurance, lo.<.s cm outdated 
books, and unforeseen expense 
would further discourage such a 
scheme. 

The main purpose in setting up 
•such a book .store would be '.o rcii- 
dor saviiiRs lo the students. Hut 
whiMi the abovi" faclois are (.\w!.s;<i- 
ered, and the risk clement is taken 
into account, it will be agreed that 
the amount the students would save 
after so much trouble would be 
negligible.

Towards 
this end thcfjries take their place, both 
economic and rcligiou.^, but to bring 
these theories into workable practice 
icqiiiKs a jiia'.'tif/tl iiii(ii-j.-.t.aii(linf! of 
present i.onditionj^. 'i'o inculcate this 
particular learning universities have 
.recognized a need for couiiiirrre 
schools and faculties— to educate men

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Doctor Brinley Thomas Says Britain s Immediate ' Need Is U. S. Mà 



Asserts Germans Cannot 
Carry On Long War 



Britain, Slow to Start, Is May 
an Impregnable Fortress 

By Dr. Brinley Thomas 

Ww as conceived «nd practiied 
by HiUer invol\*cs the total con- 
centration of fill the energies of the 
community, the life of cvciy man. 
woman and child, on the iJifk of 
destroying the enemy. The thor- 
oughness of the Gci-nians. their 
obedience, and apUtude for regi- 
mentation, and their skill and en- 
ergy as' technicians, have all been 
exploited to the full by the Nazi 
Dictator in the interest!; of one 
all-consuming end. It took Hitler 
less than a year to eftablish com- 
plete ma.«tery within Gcnnany: he 
did it with IJie aid of the Gestapo, 
the concentration camp, and the 
blood purge. The Fifth Column 
technique which he first employ- 
ed against the supporters o( the 
Weimar Republic in Germany wa.": 
later used on other countiios 
which had the misfortune to be 
neighbors of Hitler's Reich. During 
the ■w'hole of this prcliminarj* pe- 
riod the Naris were laying down 
the technical basis of tlic kind of 
war which they were bent on wag- 
ing. Since 1934 no budget figures 
have been published in Germany: 
Htk j>ace of rearmament was kept 
absolutdy, secret In the six years 
leading up to 1939 the Fuhrer was 
deliberately keeping up a smoke- 
screen of lies, of which the famous 
Anii-Comintcm Pact was a typical 
case, while he was transforming 
Germany into an enormous engme 
of destruction. 

It i.<! important to realize what 
Nazi eronomic-.-^ inso'.ve.';. The Ger- 
man economic fy^tom ii= only con- 
cerned indirec'.'.y with the produc- 
tion of consumer.^" goods. For sev- 
eral years now there has been no 
such thing as "business as usual." 
Borrowing the technique and jar- 
gon of the Bolsheviks, the Nazis in- 
troduced in 1936 what they called 
their "Four Year Plan." This meant 
that each year they fixed the mili- 
tary output they required, and all 
the men and resources needed for 
its production were conunandeered: 
the amount people are allowed to 
consume under this system is de- 
termined by what is left over after 
the full requirements of the mili- 
tary machine have been satisfied 
Thus the ordinary practice of civil- 
ized countries was reversed. 

On the day when HiUer com- 
manded his legions to poimce on 
Poland, he revealed to the world 
in the speech which he made in 
the Reichstag that in the previous 
six years he had spent 90 billion 
marks, or 36 billion dollars, on ar- 
maments. He was ready to conmiit 
his crime: the millions of German 
boys between the ages of ten and 
Fixteen years whom he had wrested 
from their parents in 1933 had by 
1939 been transformed into young 
demons, full of hate, and fed oo 
the Nazi ideology of the master 
race. The groimdwork for his ag- 
gressions had been meticulously 
laid. 

,One of the fundamental "facS 
about the war which the Nazis 
force upon the world is that its 
major weapons can be produced in 
abundance only after two years at 
leatt of technical preparation. No 
one saw this tremendous fact more 
clearly than Mr. Winston Church- 
ill, and he* emphasized it repeatedly 
in those masterly speeches deliver- 
ed in the House of Commons in the 
years 1933 to 1939. Pleading for the 
eslfiblishment of a Ministry of Mun- 
itions Supply in May, 1936, JMr. 
Churchill put the whole thing in a 
nutshell in the following words: "In 
these somber fields in the first year 
you have to sow. end in the second 
year you harrow; the third year is 
your harvest. In the first yeai- you 
make your machine tools and de- 
signs; in the second year you make 
your plants and you lay them out 
you marshal and secure your labor, 
«killed and un.skilled. In the third 
year come deliveries. . . . Now if 
you dawdle a three year's program 
over five years. It means that your 
results do not come to hand on a 
large scale until the fourth or fifth 
years. ..." 

Britain began to sow seriously in 
1937, was harrowing in 1938, and in 
1939 and 1940 an abundant harvest 
of armaments has been reaped. The 
quality of this harvest has proved 
itself to be fir.«t-rate; and .since May, 
1040 there has been a further gigan- 
tic acceleration of armaments out- 
put under the stimulus of the Chur- 
chill Government's all-out mobilisa- 
tion. The battleship "George V" 
which brought Lord Halifax to the 
United States the other day is one 
of the five giant warships whose 
construction in British shipyards 
has been completed at a time when 
the Nazi alrforce has been doing 
its utmost to paralyse industrial out- 
put. Though Britain was slow to

Though the cur- 
rent output of arnoE in this contin- 
ent and particularly in the United 
Slates is much less Uian it will be 
a year hence, yet let us not forget 
that the available supplies of de- 
stroyers, guns, merchant ships, air- 
craft, vital materials etc. available 
are considerable. Since Britain is 
the outpost standing between this 
hemisphere and Nazi domination, a 
fact now admitted by the vast ma- 
jijrity of the population, it follows 
that to equip Britain with as much 
as possible of the supplies of wea- 
pons available here, and to do it 
now, is the soundc-tl insurance 
against tlie risk of Hitler .succeed- 
ing in an all-out attack in tiie near 
future. Those who are engaged in 
this hemisphere in fostering delay 
tactics and minimizing the gravity 
of -the situation facing all free pe o- 
ples are, deliberately or uncon- 
Kioualy. playing Hitler's game.

Queens sliidcnl.-; who arc attend- 
ing McGill find a considerable dlT- 
fercnce in the general social life 
of the tAvo Universities. Queens 
which is situated in the relatively 
small town of Kingston enjoys a 
totally différent college life from 
that of McGill. The .«iludents live 
in and around the campus and 
hence enjoy a wider "college life," 
which results in a greater mingling 
among the students. 

One of the greatest assets to Mc- 
Gill is .the spacious and beautiful 
men's residence Douglas Hall. Un- 
fortunately there is a lack of .-îuch 
buildings at Queens. There are a 
number of women's residences of 
which the most important is Ban 
Righ Hall which is comparable to 
the famous "cold storage" hall here 
at McGill. There arc also several 
hou.scs run on tlic cooperative bn.sis 
;ind have proved very successful. 
Fr.Tlernitie.s or sororities arc not 
pcrniiitcd and are quite unneces- 
sary. Every student is a member 
of the Alma Mater Society and thus 
the whole student body might be 
considered as a fraternity. Hence 
the ills of sub-division into .small 
segregated grours arc prevented. 
Another favourable factor in this 
regard is the fact that Queens has 
only one half the number of stu- 
dents of McGill. 

Frosh initiation 'en masse' Is a 
traditional event at Queens. A 
common sight in former years was 
freshettes wearing placards, with 
their name, weight and telephone 
No. inscribed on them. Tradition 
also includes the wearing of one 
black and one white stocking, or a 
freshman dragging his'^books in a 
basket. .Ml freshmen were com- 
pelled to wear pajamas to all foot- 
ball games. Snake marches, down 
the mahi street, consisting of fresh- 
men dressed in their pajamas and 
led by the University band were 
a familiar sight Tliese functions 
might be considered infantile, but 
have provided an outlet from seri- 
ous, and intent studies. It was also 
found to promote a sympathetic tie 
among the frosh, and made the 
early elimination of the usual con- 
celt and cockiness amongst those 
entering the University for the first 
time. 

On the Queens campus the tri- 
color sweater is a very common 
sight. This may be contrasted to 
the stylish suits worn on the Mc- 
Gill campus which has earned for 
this university the name of being 
a 'white-collared' University. 

Every week-end at Queen's sees 
a dance or some other social func- 
tion which is attended by a large 
majority of the students. The 
Science Formal usually takes a full 
year's preparation by a committee 
appointed during the proceeding 
year and the unique, original, and 
artistic, and scenic effects and pre- 
sentations make it the event of the 
year. 

ElecUon of the student governing 
body carried out in the usual demo- 
cratic manner, preceeded, by wide 
campaigns and publicity programs, 
party slogans, etc., which make it a 
very exciting affair. The successful 
party receives individual .support 
and the co-operation of .students 
from every faculty. The majority of 
the meetings of the Alma Mater 
Society are open to all students. 
These meetings are conducted in the 
usual parliamentary fashion and alt 
problems are discussed openly. 

Queens' has only a .small number 
of foreign students, in contrast to 
the many nationalities represented 
at McGill. In conclusion these few 
cases cited, such as frosh initiation, 
lack of fraternities, the presence ol 
co-operative houses, and the influ- 
ence of a wider campus life, tended 
to foster a more unified college 
spirit '

"An invasion now will be sup- 
ported by a much more carefully- 
prepared tackle and equipment of 
landing craft and oUier apparatus, 
all of which will have been plan- 
ned and manufactured during the 
winter months," said Winston 
Churchill, "We must all be prepar- 
ed to meet gas nttack.s, parachute 
attacks, glider attacks, with con- 
.stancy, forethought and practiced 
skill."

"Glider attacks!" There It is-ln 

cold print— lo break through an old 
blind spot in world credulity and 
force them lo admit that the motor- 
less aircraft is, after all, a practical 
vehicle. How many years have en- 
thusiasts of the sport of molorlcss 
flight struggled against amazing 
difficulties to bring their pet to the 
recognition? And now— where they 
had labored so long and tenaciously 
to create antong the public the be- 
lief that motorlcss flight was^more 
than child's play, or a dream which 
had emanated from the padded cells 
of a mental Institution— a world 
figure, upon whose words an em- 
battled world has depended for 
hope and guidance, has accomplish- 
ed in one short hour what others 
have labored for years to do, 

❖ ❖ ❖ 

We cannot pretend to measure the 

import of Churchill's words but wo 
can consider them. And certainly,' 
even though nothing be heard again 
of gliders until the war is over, they 
will have enjoyed at least a tem- 
porary scat in the front row, or- 
chestra, in the theatre of world 
thought having been mentioned in 
advance as a possible feature In 
the program. 

❖ ❖ ❖ 

It is quite possible that this re- 
mark on the inclusion of gliders in 
the forms of attack to which Brit- 
ain is likely to be subjected was 
not founded on actual information 
to that effect received from Ger- 
many. It may have been that the 
Prime Minister had been impressed 
with the fact that the use of such 
means was entirely probable and he 
hâs wished to impress Germany 
with the knowledge that no event- 
uality has been overlooked in our 
preparations! 

❖ ♦ * 

We feel sure, however, that such 
is not the case. It is much more 
likely, to our way of thinking, that 
information has been received con- 
cerning plans for the use of gliders 
in the attempt at invasion and that 
full preparations for their proper 
reception have been made. Ger- 
many, who led the world In the de- 
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vclopment of these machines, would 
scarcely Ignore the possibilities they 
offer. They boast that they have 
dcvetopd every weapon which has 
shown a utilitarian value in war. 
It would be a poor .show for their 
years of work on molorle.is flight 
if they have been unable to make 
any active use of it in this war be- 
yon^ the preliminary training of 
pilots for Gocring's Luftwaffe. 

♦ « ♦ 

■Various ideas have been express- 
ed as to the ultimate form and 
manner in which molorless aircraft 
would appear in this present con- 
flict Everyone has been predicting 
It Usually, we suspect, with no 
more than a vague feeling that it 
was a possibility. From here their 
imagination.s carried on to the final 
production of some weird and 
wonderful theories. 

Some have predicted suicide 
pilots flying molorless aircraft car- 
rying explosives, who would simply 
divo into their targets. Another 
prophetic gcnlu.s pictured sucli an 
aerial bomb in the form of an 
orthodox projectile with wings, tall 
and pilot's compartment added. 
This was to be flown silently over 
the objective. Once there the pilot 
would operate a release which 
would permit the wing.s, tail and 
himself to become detached from 
the bomb, whereupon it would fall 
on its target and the pilot would 
come to earth by p«rachute. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Sudh prophecies have been myr- 
iad. None of them are beyond the 
bounds of possibility but most of 
them are improbable in their sug- 
gested forms; usuaUy because those 
who conceived them had little or 
no grasp of the factors involved. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

A more sobering statement has 
come from the United States very 
recently — only shortly preceding 
Churchill's speech— made by Haw- 
ley Bowlus, one of the pioneers of 
American soaring and present head 
of one of America's few glider fac- 
tories. Claiming to have accurate 
knowledge that Germany has been 
engaged In the mass production of 
eight-place molorless aircraft for 
some time, he predicts that these 
are intended for use as troop 
transports, to be towed in trains of 
ten by powered machinés and re- 
leased over Briuiri to effect a 
landing. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Coming from such a source this 
statement demands serious con- 
sideration. In its essence we feel 
sure that this is the form in which 
gilders will be used, if at all. In 
the exact letter of the prediction, 



however, we hesitate to express 
such confidence. 

❖ * * 

We su.<pecl that the statement— 
which reads as predicting the use 
of these eight-place gliders in Irain.s 
of ten. trarusporting eighty men with 
full equipment, machine guns and 
ammunition— has lost nothing and 
gained much in its circulation by 
an imaginative press. In our opin- 
ion it would prove impractical for 
any aircraft to tow ten machines of 
this size, carrying such loads. 
« « <■ 

Considering that in recent j-ears 
a two-place molorless maçjiine for 
some time held a place as having 
a wing span greater than most 
bombers, the eight-place machines 
must be very large. Designing 
such nrvachines for acro-towing at 
modern transport speeds would, we 
grant, mean machines which were 
much smaller proportionately, but 
the ensuring of safe landings on 
English soil would demand at least 
a reasonably low landing speed 
and consequently a large wing span. 
We doubt whether even the Ger- 
man engineering genius is capable 
of producing an aircraft which 
could provide the power lo get ten 
of these gliders, with full load as 
stated, off the ground. 

<><•<. 

Of all the theories we feel, how- 
ever, that that of Mr. Bowlus is 
most .sound in its essential prin- 
ciples. If gliders arc used at all they 
will probably be u.'cd in this way. 

* « ♦ 

So at last molorless flight seems 
to be about to step into the spot- 
light of world Interèst How regret- 
table that it should make that step 
in .such a guise, when all its de- 
votees and friends, except those 
who will have been guilty of its 
perversion, must wish* it ill suc- 
cess.

This is a fact ignored by most 
corporations, many of which have 
resisted stockholders efforts to 
h.^ve annual meetings transferred 
to more central locations. Unable to 
do this. Bell decided to take the 
meetings to' the stockholders, 
"wherever Ihey are,"- 

Those conferences have taken the 
form of open forums, at whieli lli 
affairs of the company are discu.'^s- 
ed in detail, a great many questions 
arc asked and answered and the 
annual report is explained by the 
controller. 

Despite efforts towards simplifi- 



cation of llie report, Bell found tliat 
the bookkeeper's story of the cjni- 
|)any'.s operations throughout the 
year wa.s just a lot of cold, prosaic 
figures to the average slocklioldcr.

There isn't a company producing 
consunuv's ;;oo(l.s thai couldn't inal- 
erially benefit from si'niilar pro- 
sri:ms aimed at makin;; every s;ocl;- 
holder an active partner in his com- 
pany's aff;iirs through enlisting iiis 
co-operalion in the consumer's end 
of the business.

.~till make our sacrifices willingly. 
Lei us do so before it is too late— 
before we are called upon to sacri- 
fice life and liberty, not for our 
own cause, but for the cause of 
some bigoted, ruthless dictator of 
the same ilk as a Hitler, a Mussol- 
ini, or a Stalin, 

We must keep in mind the fact 
that we are at war with our 
enemies in order to crush them. 
They must be utterly defeated if 
everything in the world which is 
worth while is to be preserved arid 
if the innocent peoples of Europe's 
democracies are to be. liberated. 
There is a cruel, destructive mon- 
ster abroad and he must be tracked 
down and shorn of the power to 
kill, to destroy, and to do evil. This

ed if our people will not give up, 
for a time at least, certain of the 
liberties which they have hitherto 
enjoyed — enjoyed only through' the 
haven which living in a democracy 
affords. 

11 is this latter fact which those 
people who complain now .should 
keep in mind. If they had been un- 
fortunate enough to have lived the 
last few years in Germany, for in- 
stance, they would have no tempor- 
arily lost liberties to clamor about, 
for they never would have had 
these liberties to lose. How much 
truer is this if one happens to be- 
long to one of the religious denom- 
inations which have been severely 
persecuted by the Nazis! Perhaps 
instead of making small s;icrificc.=. 
now these people would prefer to 
be cleaning the streels of Berlin on 
their hands and knees, or coasting 
away in a Nazi concentration camp. 
Picture the "conscientious objector'' 
in Germany! 

To many people waging war in 
the interests of democracy, while at 
the same time doing away tempor- 
arily with certain democratic insti- 
tutions may seem hypocritical; but 
the war and the issues at stake are 
more important than the petty 
ideals of a few people. True, taking 
away freedom of the individual for 
all time, as the dictator:; have done, 
is not doing away with a petty ideal 
— it is a major issue. But we are not 
thinking of doing that; we merely 
want to suspend cerlain of these 
rights for the duration of the war. 
If the war is to be fought and won 
in the shortest' possible time, then in 
certain aspects we must cease to be 
democratic, in spile of the fact that 
we are fighting to uphold dcmocra 
tic ideals. War is a totalitarian's 
game and to play it to the best of 
our ability and to utilize to the full- 
est all our resources we must, un 
fortunately, use many of his rules 

If there are those among us who 
are dissatisfied with our govern 
ment as our leaders must have it 
now, if there arc those who clamor 
for such things as fewer hours and 
more pay, and more liberty and no 
conscription, then let them remem 
ber that now to refuse to fight is 
to submit to the enemy, an enemy 
which even in peace time keeps its 
own people in an oppressed, liberty- 
lacking state which is not even 
comparable to our own great coun- 



Havina been called uprjn by the 
directors of a local brewery in an 
effort to uncover the source of 
trouble which v/as fausing n down- 
ward swing of net profiLs, forty 
members of the Commercial Under- 
graduates Society embusscd from 
the Union and joiirnled to the man- 
ufacturing plant in order to attack 
the problem at its source.

Having completed 
their investigation the group left 
the brewery 'by roqucstJ and ad- 
journed to a v.oll-known Peel Av- 
enue tavern (plug) to approach the 
matter from the consumer's point 
of view- ' It;Was:,found' that Jhe pro- 



duct lost none of its richness during 
the trip from producer to consumer. 

The spokesman for the body fthcre 
were several of them) speaking 
wtth a wealth of knowledge gained 
from previous investigations of the 
same plant, pointed out that like 
the business cycle this .same situa- 
tion arose annually. In thanking 
the mana;;cmcnt for the co-opera- 
tion they had given, the spokesman 
assured them that they could count 
on the members of the Society for 
any help they might need in the 
future.

Any Sunday af- 
ternoon, if you are at one of the 
biR hills up North or up on our 
own Mount Royal you will see cer- 
tain individuals, often referred to 
as "Mount Royal Cowboys." These 
skiers .«tand at the top of a hill 
screaming "track, tr.ick" initil they 
are sure they have the attention of 
at least those people .standing 
twenty feet ahead of them. They 
then start down the hill, veering 
neither to right nor left for any 
man, beast, or tree that happens to 
lie in their uncharted path. Result? 
The St, John .\mbulance boy.s get 
some more practice and the General 
Hospital gels .some more customers. 

Now the idea of having a coach, 
free to all McGiU skiers whether 
they arc in the Outing Club or not, 
is to save them from having accid- 
ents by knowing the correct funda- 
mentals and by using these funda- 
ments to ski in control.

Free Style, 220 
yd. Free Style, 440 yd. Free Style, 
100 yd. Back Stroke, and the 200 
yd. Breast Stroke. 

Points are awarded on the basis 
of 'time' only. Each competitor is 
thus racing against s clock and the 
shorter his time the greater are the 
number of points he receives. At the 
end of the series of meets, when 
every student has had an opportun- 
ity of participating In all Six 
Events, the points for eaeh competi- 
tor are totalled and the persohiwith 
the largest number of points is de- 
clared the winner. 

From the above it will be seen 
that every swimmer has an equal 
chance «f winning. Those who aré 
poor in some events will have a 

chance to make up in others In 
which they specialize and the fsir 
all-round swimmer will have just 
as good a chance by keeping up a 
steady average throughout the con- 
tests. 

Each event will be run off twice 
per week, Tuesdays and Fridays, so 
that students who are engaged in 
military training on one of these 
nighta will be able to make the 
other. 

Points for participation and for 
winning are awarded to the Com- 
panies which the swimmers repre- 
sent so that every Company Is urg- 
ed to get out as great a number of 
participanta as possible.
